Seven Issues JForth Fighting For 

"CHRIST FIRST 1 ' has been the refrain of our crusading movements ever since their inception. We 
Nationalists have never been ashamed of the Name of Christ. We believe that Christ's teachings are the 
foundation of all good governments. In fact, there can be no good government without Christ. This does 
not mean that we would deny non-Christians the liberty that is in Christ except as they deny if to themselves 
by their non-Christian attitudes and their anti-Christian professions. 

A public official motivated by the spirit of Christ will seek the welfare of all the people in Christ's Name 
regardless of their economic, racial or. social standing. Jesus, while on earth, offended many people by 
his constant concern for the welfare of all the people— sick and well, rich and poor, high and lowly, saint 
and sinner. The Jews even condemned Christ because he opposed the stoning of the adulteress. He chal- 
lenged her persecutors with the searching question: "He that is without sin among you, let him first cast a 
stone at her." 

Thus as we launch the AMERICA FIRST CRUSADE and as we deal with the dynamic issues of this hour, 
it must be understood that at all times we recognize the eternal truth that Christ must come first. It was He” 
who said: "Seek ye first the kingdom of Heaven and its righteousness and all these things shall be added 
unto you." 

Thus in summarizing the issues to be emphasized, we would have it understood that they are all 
secondary to the commands of Christ. 



7. AMERICA MUST BE PUT FIRST IN WAR AND 
PEACE . 

We do not mean this in the selfish,. greedy sense. It 
is a fundamental social law. that a man must consider 
his own first. A Scripture verse says: "He that careth 
not for his own is worse than an infidel." 

We must safeguard our own natural resources. We 
must fight all attempts on the part of bureaucratic 
traitors to give away and exhaust our national wealth 
on their foreign and international ambitions. 

What words could be more appropriate than 
"AMERICA FIRST" in the winning of the war. When 
peace comes, those whom we send to. the peace table 
must be so loyal and trustworthy that their first con- 
sideration will be their own America. 

We must make sure that our own veterans of this 
war are considered first. Attempts are being made to 
flood us with immigrants and refugees. If we allow 
millions of foreigners to flood into our country, they 
will take the jobs which belong to the men and women 
in the armed services. This must never be. 

2. NO COMPROMISE OF NATIONAL SOVEREIGNTY. 

International planners are attempting to trick us into 
a world government. ' If this happens, a group of men 
meeting in Teheran, or Casablanca, or London, or 
South Africa, will be making laws for our people to 
obey. We must fight to keep our government in our 
National Capital. No foreigner must ever be per- 
mitted to make rules for our people to-obey. 

3. REPEAL BUREAUCRATIC FASCISM. 

Students of world politics admit that the Washington 
bureaucracy resembles the Fascism of Europe. If repre- 
sents an attempt to control our personal lives as well 
as our daily work by government edict from Washing- 
ton. The bureaucrats delight to call those of us who 
are Nationalists, Fascists. They know full well, how- 
ever, that the real Fascists in America are the bureau- 
cratic tyrants of Washington. 

4. FIGHT NEW DEAL COMMUNISM. 

The present administration in -Washington represents 
a strange wedding between file technique of Fascism 
and the philosophy of Communism. Thousands of 
Communists, pinks, and pro-Communists, are on the 



payroll of the United States Government. Many gov- 
ernment bureaus fake their orders from men who be- 
lieve in the Stalin system. 

5. LESS MONEY FOR FOREIGN POLITICS AND MORE 
FOR DISCHARGED VETERANS. 

Without limiting our military forces, we should put a 
stop to die program of international boondoggling now 
going on. Billions are being spent on South America, 
other billions are being loosely scattered all over the 
earth for non-military purposes, while our veterans are 
returning from this war, jobless and penniless. 

Every man in the armed forces who has served more 
than one year should receive at least $1000— $500 cash, 
and the remainder at the rate of $100 per month for 
five months. We are spending on the South Americans 
alone enough to give a $1000 bonus to 6 million vet- 
erans. 

6. NO LABOR DRAFT. 

Mr . Roosevelt and others would give us all a number 
and draft every man and woman to do whatever he or 
his subordinates' might dictate. This would be penal 
servitude. We shall fight this proposal to the" limit. 

7. RESTORATION OF THE SYSTEM OF PRIVATE EN- 
TERPRISE. 

There are two outstanding enemies of private enter- 
prise: (a) Corporate Monopoly; and (b) Government 
Control. 

The poorest boy in America should be given, an op- 
portunity to make a million dollars if he knows how to 
do it. He must not be hindered by the monopolists 
who are usually controlled by the international bank- 
ers, and he must not be hindered by the bureaucrats 
who want everything to be run and owned by the gov- 
ernment. 

Private enterprise is the foundation of the American 
system. It springs from the teachings of Christ. Christ 
believed in the dignity of the individual soul, in the 
privacy of the individual soul. 

The above issues will be emphasized in the days that are 
immediately ahead; and of course certain emergency issues 
will be discussed, such as file current attempt to call off the 
elections. But most of what we will have to say will center 
in the enunciated principles listed above.

IS RUSSIA A We constantly hear the phrase, "The 
rkCAA^j-n a rv<i Democracies.” This is supposed to 
DEMOCRACY? mean England, Russia, China and the 
United States. England has a king; Russia has Stalin, who 
is as complete a dictator as any czar who ever ruled; rhino 
has a military dictator with no elections; and the United 
States is supposed to be a Republic, which embraces the 
best to be found in a democracy. 

Yes, Stalin is our ally, and we must fulfill our obliga- 
tions as honorably as we know how to all our allies. That 
does not mean that we need to believe that Russia is a 
democracy. It positively is not. 

William Henry Chamberlin, the eminent reporter, jour- 
nalist and author, has spent many years in Moscow. In 
the February issue of THE AMERICAN MERCURY Mag- 
azine, he not only denies that Russia is a democracy, but 
insists that it cannot become a democracy under Stalin. 

He divides his discussion into four parts: 

1* " Freedom of speech is completely non-existent in 
die Soviet Union,” says Chamberlin. 

2. "Freedom of retigion is also non-existent in the 
Soviet Union,” says Chamberlin. "The majority of 
churches have been closed. Large numbers of priests 
and pastors have been arrested and sent to concentra- 
tion camps. Other thousands have been executed.” 

Continuing, Mr. Chamberlin says: "The recent per- 
mission, accorded to those ecclesiastics of the Russian 
Orthodox Church who have escaped execution or exile, 
to elect a Patriarch does not imply religious freedom! 
The new Patriarch, Sergius, has for years proved him- 
self a supple stooge***under the Soviet regime." 

3. "Freedom from want. Taking that word in its 
most modest sense is alien to the Soviet Union,” Cham- 
berlin continues. 

Chamberlin then quotes from a report on food con- 
ditions in Russia for 1938 (one of the best years Russia 
has had) : 

“In 1938 the Soviet workman was not only more 
poorly fed than the French or German workman 
but more poorly even than the Bulgarian. Compared 
with the Swedish workman, the Soviet worker, al- 
though he ate much more bread, had one-third of 
the meat, two-fifths of the fats, one-third of the milk, 
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one-tenth of the sugar, one-fifteenth of the eggs, not 
to speak of vegetables, fruits and so on.” 

4. Freedom from fear." Commenting further on 
conditions in Russia, Chamberlin says: "In no country 
have I seen so many examples of abject fear inspired 
by the government itself. Only in Germany is the 
political police system so vast, so arbitrary, so awe-in- 
spiring. ’ 

Concluding his sensational description of Stalin’s 
autocracy, Chamberlin says : "To describe Stalin’s Russia, 
at the present time, as a democracy, is to insult dem- 
ocracy, reason and common sense.” 

Instead of permitting a crew of international propa- 
gandists to make us believe that Russia is a democracy, why 
not admit that Russia is fighting for only one reason: To 
save herself. If we can exploit this circumstance to our 
own advantage— O. K. We assume that this is the military 
strategy of this hour. Let us be realistic and accept it as 
such without permitting some American Communist to 
choke us to death with butter.”

is opposing most of his propositions, he accuses them of 
promoting frauds upon the people. His recent speech 
concerning the soldiers' vote was demagoguery at its worst. 

One member of the Senate even accused the President 
of participating in a plot to destroy Congress. 

Congress is the bulwark of our Republic. The members 
of the Lower House are elected every two years. The New 
Deal bureaucracy did its best to bribe and coerce Congress 
to the place where it would obey the President like a mas- 
ter’s voice.

Ullklf'DV cr\D ^hfef director, Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
nUlNuK T PUK ever since 1932, but I never cease 
being a m azed at Mr. Roosevelt’s greed for power. His 
various cabinet members have invariably been mere stooges. 
His early Congresses were mere rubber stamps. Congress 
would still be the same way if Roosevelt knew how to 
make it so. 

He ridiculed the Supreme Court. He attempted to p ack 
it with political buddies. He and his over-ambitious wife 



never seem to be disturbed by the fact that bureaucrats 
and ruthless politicians like Hague, Kelly and Pendergast, 
used hunger, unemployment and relief to build their New 
Deal, pro-Roosevefi machines. Back in the early 30's 
money that should have been spent on armaments and 
national defense was spent on 1001 synthetic projects, 
such as raking leaves, building monkey baths, and financing 
WPA circuses.

More than half of these con- 
stituents are located in Illinois, Mining,^, In- 
diana, Ohio, Pennsylvania and upstate New 
York. 



z. THE AMERICA FIRST PARTY, which has 
Committees, Organizers, and active workers 
in each of the 48 states. 

This statement not only represents my personal 
opi nion , but has been approved in leadership rallies 
which we have conducted in all the major centers of 
population, including Pittsburgh, Buffalo, Philadel- 
phia, Cleveland, Detroit, Chicago, Minneapolis, St. 
Louis, and Denver. In each of these meetings we 
brought together typical leaders of the AMERICA 
FIRST MOVEMENT from surrounding cities rmd com- 
munities. It is our conviction that these people rep- 
resent literally millions of our patriotic citizenry. 

Our people are willing to pay any price and make 
any sacrifice necessary to a military victory. Our

Reasons for Opposing Senate Bill 
Me. 666 

We Nationalists oppose President Roosevelt's plan 
ior a National Service Act for many reasons, amona 
which are the following: 

1. We oppose the drafting el women. 

1 receive thousands of letters bom our lead- 
ers all over the United States. They shudder 
at the thought of women being dratted. Mil- 
lions of housewives have never worked out- 
side them own homes. They Jive a cloistered 
lile. Millions of young women are reared un- 
der the gentle influence of Christian homes in 
the country and in the city. They never have 
occasion to contact individuals who are pro- 
fane, vulgar and coarse. 

They graduate from these Christian homes 
into wifehood and motherhood. They virtually 
live and die in the environment of innocence. 

Millions of other women who grow up in a 
more or less sophisticated environment are 
protected by a careful selection of their as- 
sociates and their places of work. They are 
met following iheir working hours by sweet- 
hearts , husbands, or parents. They never 
think of attending public functions where 
strangers are likely to be present, except in 
the company of a chaperon , a boyfriend or a 
parent. 

These millions of wholesome, dean, Christian 
young women constitute the foundation on 
which the home life of tomorrow must be built 
If they are conscripted by a National Service 
Act out of their well-guarded environment into 
a world of profanity, crude conversation, vul- 
gar talk ; if they are forced by their government 
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to associate with people who use the language 
of fhe underworld crnd scoff af fhe things which 
are fine and noble , our nation will pay the 
price for such an error in fhe generations yet 
unhorn. 

Our people still believe (hat there is such a 
thing as the innocence and purify of woman- 
hood. True enough, much has been done by 
propaganda and filthy films to besmirch this 
priceless heritage; hut in spite of these satazuc 
influences , we still have mill ions of clean, 
wholesome, innocent young women. 

1 would not say that contact with rougher 
elements destroys the purity of womanhood , 
hut if does subject her to contacts and vocabu- 
laries designed to fear down rather than build 
up the gentle intangible guahties so necessary 
to pure and undefiled womanhood and mother- 
hood. 

2. We question the integrity of certain 
politicians in power. 

Our people are very suspicious of certain 
powerful personalities in Washington. They 
believe that even fhe President himself is a 
politician first, an internationalist second, and 
an American third. We believe that when fhe 
President asked for a National Service Act in 
his address on the welfare of the Nation before 
Congress in January, 1944, that the whole 
speech was saturated with politics in its low- 
est and most obvious form. 

Our people do not trust Harry Hopkins. They 
might consent to a limited form of national com- 
pulsory service if they thought that the enforce- 
ment of this act was to be in the hands of pro- 
fessional soldiers such as MacArthur and Mar- 
, shall, and men of similar standing in the Navy. 
But our people do not have the impression that 
these men would enforce a National Service 
Act. They have fhe impression that if would 
be enforced under fhe direction of Harry Hop- 
kins, Frank Knox , and the so-called " palace 
guard." 

Our people cannot forget that it was Harry 
Hopkins, while directing relief expenditures 
and WPA enterprises , who permitted these gov- 
ernment bureaus to be used and exploited 
ruthlessly by the New Deal political machine. 
Our people have fhe impression that under a 
so-called National Service Act during an elec- 
tion year, men and women would be compelled 
to play politics in order to avoid being trans- 
ferred against their will from one job to an- 
other, or from one community to another. 



3. Ruthless politicians might exploit this 
act for the purpose of shifting popula- 
tions. 

My observation of the conduct of this Admin- 
istration convinces me that there is nothing too 
brazen for them to do in order to remain in 
power. There are many Congressional Dis- 
tricts in the United States where the shift of 500 
voters in or out of a District would change the 
results of a Congressional election. Five hun- 
dred New Dealers could be conscripted into a 
community and 500 anti-New Dealers could be 
conscripted out of a community in such a way 
as to elect a Congressman satisfactory to the 
Fourth Term machine. The same trick could be 
employed in the choice of Presidential electors. 
The shift of 1,000,000 negroes and whites out of 
the solid South into certain Northern industrial 
communities might easily determine who would 
be the next President of fhe United States. I must 
confess that I believe there are certain poli- 
ticians in Washington whose Machiavellian na- 
ture is equal to any diabolical trick necessary 
to exploit a National Service Act politically. 

4. Would menace home life. 

I find among my people an attitude which 
almost approaches panic at fhe thought of hus- 
bands and wives being separated. For a po- 
liticalized Administration, such as we now have 
in Washington especially, to be given the pow- 
er to separate a husband from his wife consti- 
tutes a menace beyond description. We, of 
course, assume that military conscription will 
do this to a limited degree, but the thought of 
if being practiced on a nation-wide scale is too 
im passible to imagine. 

The moral fibre of many men depends large- 
ly on the refining influences of their wives. 
Even the man will admit that to be separated 
from his wife lor a period of weeks constitutes 
a hazard to the franquih'fy of his home life. 

This need not be developed. The facts are 
obvious. Many women live and die good, 
wives because of the balancing influences of a 
steady, logically-minded husband. Without the 
daily association of a husband, many of these 
women would face' decisions which would be 
unwisely made. There would be no end to 
the complications. Any separation of husbands 
from wives necessary to win this war must be 
limit ed to fhe demands of the armed services. 
The way to build the America of tomorrow is 
not to break up the homes of today, especially 
when such men as Harry Hoplrins would be in 
charge of the breaking-up process. 
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5. A universal draft of citizens would not 
increase production. 

I live in Detroit Detroit is recognized as the 
national capital of ibis World War arsenal. Of 
course, certain things have happened in De- 
troit to the discredit of organized labor, govern- 
ment agencies and organized business. It is 
agreed that mistakes have been made. At 
times labor has been accorded liberty that has 
bordered on license. 

Even so, 95% of the workers in Detroit are 
good, sound, honest American citizens, and 
they have produced more materials of war than 
any community on earth in any similar period 
of the Nation's history. There are, of course, 
some isolated instances in this city and other 
industrial centers where labor as well as man- 
agement has been unfair, but we must not pen- 
alize the whole Nation for file sake of a few 
outlaws. 

President Roosevelt's request for a National 
Service Act (universal conscription of citizens} 
does nof sound convincing in the light of the 
facts concerning production of war materials. 
Our system of free enterprise and of free labor 
cannot be discredited when we recognize the 
fact that we are now virtually producing as 
much as all the other warring nations com- 
bined. Most of them have slave labor and con- 
scripted labor. Furthermore, if we must have 
slavery in order to win a war, what have we 
won when we win it? 

6. A survey of religious denominations 
will reveal that a National Service Act 
would run counter to the teachings of 
most churches. 

If is a maffer of record fhaf numerous digni- 
taries in the Catholic Church have expressed 
great apprehension, concerning the possibility 
of a universal conscription of citizens. One 
Bishop even announced his opposition to all 
female branches of the armed services, and ad- 
vised his parishioners and constituents that the 
place for a young woman was not in the Army 
but in the home. 

Before preparing this Testimony, l contacted 
the Pastor of the largest Baptist Church in a 
Western state. He is the chairman of a special 
committee representing some 3,000 Protestant 
preachers. He told me that he did not know of 
a single preacher within his circle of acquaint- 
ance who was not bitterly opposed to the Aus- 
tin-Wadsworth Bill. 

This preacher pointed out that he was very 
much impressed by the fact that the number of 
this Bill was "666," and then he quoted for me 
the three last verses in the 13th Chapter of the 
Book of Revelation (the last book in the Bible). 
These verses read as follows: 

Verse 16: And he causeth all, both small and 
great, rich and poor, free and bond, to re- 
ceive a mark in their right hand, or in their 
foreheads: 

Verse 17: And that no man might buy or sell, 
save he that had the mark, or the name of the 
beast, or the number of his name. 

Verse 18: Here is wisdom. Let him that hath 
. understanding count the Number of the beast: 
for it is the number of a man; and his number 
is Six hundred threescore and six. 



7. Smacks of the Russian system. 

Recently I conferred with a husband and 
wife who had been in Russia. He had been an 
important engineer in- connection with the con- 
struction work in the Donets Basin, Kharkov 
' and Leningrad. These people, when they re- 
turned from Russia shortly before the war, were 
shocked and surprised to see how many of the 
Russian ideas had been embraced by our 
Washington bureaucracy. They were especial- 
ly shocked at the thought of a National Service 
Act. Said they: "If the Austin- Wadsworth Bill 
passes, Russia won't have any thin g on us." 

Why, gentlemen, is it that our government has lost 
, confidence in the American citizenry? Why are we 
compelled to support this and support that? Why 
are we not given an opportunity to volunteer our 
services and our lives? 

I point out that our good neighbor Canada, to the 
North, has no sign of a National Service Act. She 
does not even draft her sons for overseas service. 
But can you question the loyalty of the Canadian 
people? I am informed that the same freedom en- 
joyed by the citizens of Canada is enjoyed by the 
Australians, the New Zealanders, and the South 
Africans. 

8. Could easily be used as an instrument 
of persecution. 

. I was with Huey P. Long when he was as- 
sassinated. I know what certain New Deal poli- 
ticians will do in order to stop opposition. 
There are many communities and even entire 
states in this Union where certain political 
leaders could be drafted out of their home com- 
munities or states just in time to dissipate their 
political leadership. 

I am 46 years of age- I have had some ex- 
periences with certain government bureaus 
within the last four or five years which con- 
vinces me that if Harry Hopkins or any other 
similar leader in Washington thought that my 
leadership could be destroyed by moving me 
across the Nation prior to the campaign, they 
would do if. 

During the lifetime of Huey Long, we actually 
discovered, and Mr. Long brought it out on the 
Boor of the Senate that there was a plan on foot 
to move enough Huey Long voters out of the 
State of Louisiana (in the name of resettle- 
ment) to win the next election for the Roose- 
velt partisans. 

(NOTE: See Congressional Record for August 
9, 1935.) 

9. Could become involuntary servitude. 

If one American citizen can be compelled by 
his government to work for another American 
citizen who is making a profit on- his toil, that 
is involuntary servitude. There is no limit to 
the abuses that would be worked on labor by 
certain employers, if once we placed in their 
hands this bludgeon. 

10. Will create disunity. 

Beneath the surface and buried deep in the 
hearts of our people is a resentment toward 
anything that looks like involuntary servitude. 
Such an act would so embroil our people that 
1 doubt if their bitterness and belligerency 
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could be accurately estimated in advance of 
the passing of such cm act. One Civil War was 
fought in this country to abolish slavery. The 
introduction of a service act , which would pro- 
duce slavery in a new form, carries with it 
potentialities that no citizen can calculate. 

11. Would menace morale of armed forces. 

Students of morale among servicemen reveal 
that nothing breaks morale quicker than anxiety 
about the folks at home. Cheerful letters from 
home build morale as nothing else. Families 
are even exhorted to write nothing in their let- 
ters to worry the men and women in uniform. 
Correspondence from overseas reveals that 
many of our soldiers, sailors, and marines shud- 
der at the thought of their sisters, wives, sweet- 
hearts, mothers and fathers being drafted and 
separated from their hearthstone. The men in 
the armed services believe that their family is 
being kept intact during their absence. To 
separate the family and disorganize the home 
during their absence might result in fatal con- 
sequences. 

12. Bureaucrats would attempt to keep It 
in force after the war. 

We hear much talk among the Washington 
bureaucrats about the continuation of ration- 
ing and other bureaucratic functions after the 
war. We have no reason to believe that these 
ambitious "commissars" would be anxious to 
surrender their authority over our private Uves 
if once they got a chance at us through the 
National Service Act. 

13. Destroys patriotism. 

If the time should come that our patriotism 
became nothing but a legal compulsory func- 
tion , then there would be nothing left to chal- 
lenge our self-respect or to develop the finer 
emotions involving sacrificial service. It has 
been demonstrated on many occasions that 
the American people resent regimentation. It 
reduces their efficiency, morale, and patriotic 
zeal. 

14. It would be exploited by the Fourth 
Term propagandists. 

Our people are convinced that Mr- Roose- 
velt will be a Fourth Term candidate. He is 
now the Commander in Chief of the armed 
forces. U we pass a National Service Act, it 
will virtually make him the Commander in 
Chief of everybody between 18 and 49 among 
the women folks, and between 18 and 65 
among the men folks.

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Sergeant loses Hands and fj ye; 

Out of Army Without Any Help 



EDITOR'S NOTE: Below we print excerpts from 
on article appearing in tie NEW YORK JOURNAL - 
AMERICAN. 



NEW YORE, Jan. 25 — An ultimate horror of war — 
government neglect of its own disabled ex-service- 
men — struggled with human hope in room 1806 of 
the Hotel Lexington here today. 

Hunched in his chair was a 20-year-old boy, his 
one good eye fixed on a man before him with stain- 
less steel claws instead of hands. 

"But I can still feel my fingers," the boy said. "It 
still feels like I have my fingers and can move them. 
How long will it take before I can get used to clamps 
like yours?" 

As he spoke, Lawrence Edward Mahoney lifted 
his own two arms. The left sleeve was empty, the 
right held a block of wood encased in a glove. 

"How long?" he repeated. "And who will teach 
me when I get them?" 

Lawrence Edward Mahoney, at 20, is a discharged 
veteran of World War II who lives today entirely 
dependent on the support of his parents at 217-21 
110th avenue. Queens Village, New York, together 
with eight other children. 

His value to the army came to a sudden end at 
Camp Hood, Texas, last July 9, when a defective 
grenade blew off his hands, destroyed his left eye 
and ruptured both ear drums. 

Left to shift for himself with only railroad fare 
home, he had come to room 1806 seeking the assist- 
ance of Warren H. Atherton, national commander of 
the American Legion, and the advice of the man 
with the steel clamps. 

After five weeks at the Camp Hood hospital, where 
his left eye was removed, his stumps sawed clean, 
his ears treated, and numerous lacerations of face 
and body repaired, Lawrence was taken 35 miles to 
McCloskey General Hospital at Temple, Texas, for 
four months until last December 20. He there under- 
went additional treatment, was fitted for the wooden 
blocks known as “temporary appliances," and was 
supposed to recuperate. 



Lawrence Edward Mahoney comes closest to show- 
ing anger when he tells about his four months at 
Camp McCloskey. 

“It was pretty grim," he says. "Nobody came in 
to help you, to tell you how to use your new hands. 
You just lay in bed all day. 

"Sometimes, because the blocks hurt and I'd have 
them off, an orderly would come through, take them 
off the window sill, and throw them on the bed. ‘Put 
your hands on,' he'd say. So I'd put them on." 

Finally, on December 20, the man with no hands 
was discharged with a total of $132 in back pay and 
railroad fare for his return home. 

He made the entire trip in a day coach. 

"There were 57 of us," he recalls. “We lined up 
in the finance officer's office about 1 o'clock in the 
afternoon and it took us until after 5 o'clock to get 
our money and papers. 

“Cpl. Joe Mangan, a fellow about 22 who got both 
legs shot off in foreign service and who was going 
back to New Bristol, Connecticut, took my money for 
me. He could just barely walk on crutches, but we 
got home together to our families all right." 

What did the army tell him about his rights? What 
did they tell him he could do to rehabilitate himself, 
to make a living? 

"The army didn't do anything," he says. “The Red 
Cross said they filed a pension claim for me but 
nothing's happened yet in nine weeks. 

“As far as the army is concerned, all we got was 
the discharge paper, the money and a lecture. 

"We were told to report to our draft boards in 10 
days or the FBI would be after us. Also that as long 
as we were in military uniforms we were subject to 
military discipline. Stuff like that — that's all." 

Nothing else? 

"No," he says. "Nothing else. Nothing. Nothing 
about how to comb my hair again, how to get 
dressed. Nothing." 



Just as the magazine goes to press we are informed 
that the above mentioned Sergeant Mahoney has 
received promise of aid from the government due to 
the wide publicity given his case.

10. The tenth step in empire building is its final one and concerns itself with the development and maintenance of 
empire. Its object is to guard the colony against the so-called poisonous influence of freedom. Such freedom is 
engendered in republics; hence, all reference to republics is of a derogatory nature. In the meanwhile, the home 
government carefully undertakes to obtain some sort of control over republics wherever they are found, and to 
limit as much as possible the power of such republics. In this manner empires are able to impose their will on 
others and maintain their existence. 

With the knowledge of how empires are constructed and maintained, it is essential that republics should set up the 
necessary safeguards to maintain their own peaceful existence. 

The clean, unsuspecting life of a republic where intrigue is not essential for its existence, renders republics particularly 
vulnerable to the insidious designs of empires. Therefore, in order that republics may live, their inhabitants must be taught 
to suspect all empires. Since the inhabitants of a republic are the governing body of the nation, they must be prepared to 
weigh and consider all Imperialistic designs throughout the world and to establish safeguards in their own country against 
insidious imperial propaganda. Often this propaganda works from within for it may go so far as to get control of the 
nation's temporary leadership. For leaders can be traitors, as history has often recorded. 

Anything which aims at the development or preservation of empires must be scrutinized and avoided. No republic can 
have a genuine alliance with any empire for their ideas and ideals are opposite in their aims and can easily lead to war 
between them. Republics stand for freedom. Freedom is the death of empires. Empires do not wish to die. Therefore 
empires loathe republics. Republics must know this and avoid entanglement with empires in order to preserve their own 
republican existence.

MPIRES are constructed on carefully planned lines. An empire is actually an overgrown corporation. It lacks a 
soul. 

1. The first step in empire building is to keep a careful watch on every country that has wealth, either 
latent or developed. Empires, like successful corporations, do not waste their time on poor prospects. 



2. The second step in empire building is to watch out for any sign of feeble statesmanship which might develop in 
one of the selected, countries, and to immediately take advantage of it. 



3. The third step in empire building is to assist such feeble statesmanship to retain its position in the afflicted country 
and simultaneously to create an element of division in that country. Such division usually proceeds along racial, 
religious or provincial lines. Of course, such division would not be possible in o well-governed country. The 
object of imperialism is to act before the afflicted country recovers from its bad leadership. 

4. The fourth step in empire building is to dilute the patriotism of the country about to be victimized by subsidizing 
a smear campaign against its patriots so as to discredit those patriots in the eyes of the people. This is done by 
means of printed matter and the spoken word. This also is not possible without die tacit consent of file country's 
feeble leadership. 



5. The fifth step in empire building is to get control of as much of the wealth of the country as possible. If this is 
not feasible, efforts are made to get the country to dissipate its wealth through profligate spending. This reduces 
the country's power of financial resistance against Imperialism. 



6. Hie sixth step in empire building is to aim for a circumstance which would create strife in the country under con- 
sideration. Such strife would consist of civil disturbances, insubordination and other forms of disorder. The em- 
pire would then offer its assistance to the country's feeble leadership to keep file peace and at the same time 
thereby enable such feeble leadership to retain its power. It is noteworthy that empires always co-operate with 
feeble leadership in any of the countries selected as their victims, and that all strong patriotic leaders in such 
countries are opposed by every means possible. 



7. The seventh step in empire building occurs after the riots have subsided. It consists of keeping its forces in the 
country through excuses and promises supported by the country's feeble leadership. Such leadership resorts to 
immense promises for H is an axiom that all the demagogues the world has ever known have dangled before the 
eyes of their intended victims the promise of impossible things. Such action is aimed at the destruction or control 
of the country's private enterprise. This gives greater strength to the controlling forces. ~ 

8. Hie eighth step in empire building is one of the most important because it is timed to take effect with the final 
awakening of the people of the country who will have at least realized they have been deceived and that their 
country's freedom is in danger and that they are on the verge of becoming imperial slaves. Therefore, with great 
promptness, assisted by the feeble statesmanship of the country involved, imperial forces demand and achieve 
the imprisonment of all patriots and the intimidation of all others. 

9. The ninth step in empire building is to reward all traitors by giving them lucrative positions in the service of the 
government, and to let it be known that it pays to be a traitor, and that it does not pay to be a patriot. The 
object of this plan is two-fold. It helps to keep order as Imperialism fastens its shackles on the nation, and it 
also breaks the spirit of the people and designedly deteriorates their character. When the character of a people 
becomes sufficiently deteriorated, their country becomes a peaceful and profitable colony.
